AGRICULTURAL REPORT. 

Since the @ate our last report, 
the weather has been fully favour- 
able for field operations, can well 
expected this climate. Rains 
have been rather too for the 
low-lying clay lands the west coast 
but throughout the principal corn- 
growing counties, milder more 
season has seldom been 
known. There never was less loss 
turnips winter nor did the pastures 
ever rise earlier spring. Vegetation 
has been checked very lately the 
prevalence east winds; but such 
was the luxuriance the 
wheats some districts, that for them 
this considered rather favourable 
circumstance. All sorts field la- 
bour, unless upon some very tenacious 
soils, are much advanced 
More than the ordinary breadth 
land has been sown with wheat 
spring and though some instances 
the seed has been deposited when the 
ground was too moist state, the 
return mild weather will afford 
very encouraging prospect abun- 
dant produce. 

All kinds live stock have been 
carried through winter and spring 

ood order, the fodder being very 

ne, and turnips abundant, and always 
accessible and the lambing season has 
passed over with scarcely any loss from 
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the weather. The prices, however, 
are considerably lower than those 
last year. cattle have left 
little nothing for their winter food 
and fat has been sinking price for 
several weeks. Yet, what not 
easy account for, the rent grass 
fields has not been materially reduced. 
Corn markets have fluctuated lit- 
tle, and but little, during the last 
quarter. For the last month, there 
has been gradual decline prices, 
and not much brisker demand than 
while the ports were open foreign 
corn. They were for all kinds 
but oats, the returns the 15th 
February, for the first time since the 
act 1804; and the new law, will 
not re-opened till the price 
wheat 80s. per quarter, and that 
other grain proportion.

AGRIGULTURAL REPORT. 


There has seldom been more fa- 
vourable season than Since the 
date our last report, the weather 
has been, upon the whole, 
monly genial, and not for any length 
time adverse field-labour, 
upon wet soils. Though showers 
have been frequent, particular situ- 
ations, yet the air has been almost al- 
ways mild and the clear breezy days 
which succeeded, seem have carri- 
off the moisture that would have 
been superfluous hurtful. some 
instances, the rains prevented the due 
preparation the tyrnip fields;

During the month the weather 
has been generally more severe than 
usual this period the season. The 
sheep stocks the high grounds have 
been fed with hay for some time, which, 
several places, already all consu- 
and should the spring months 
unfavourable they are often 
the north, there reason fear great 
losses before the hills can yield full 
bite grass. the lower grounds, 
turnips have been greatly injured 
frost, which has forced into the mar- 
ket both cattle and sheep greater 
numbers than the consumption requi- 
red and prices have accordingly fallen 
much scarcely return the ori- 
ginal cost. Farm work has been much 
retarded, especially and 
the principal employment 
have been thrashing and carrying corn 
market, such quantities greatly 
exceed the demand.
